tinued future growth will parallel that 
experienced in the past, it is expected 
that even greater expenditures may be 
required. 


'' Our program for local system rein- 


forcement for this year includes the en- 
largement of the capacity of many of 
the main feeder lines and also exten- 
sions when needed. A thorough survey 
wa?.,made this fall of station facilities 
and we determined that during 1925 
additional capacity would be required 
at the Dalton, Covina, Glendora, and 
Baldwin Park stations. 


Continuing, llr. Harma said, "Here 


are just a few straight-from-the-shoul- 
der facts: the Southern California Edi- 
son company is truly a people's com- 
pany, owned by the people, developing 
a people's project for the benefit of the 
citizens served. It will soon have com- 
pleted the Florence lake tunnel, the 
longest water diversion bore of its ca- 
pacity in the world, which diverts the 
waters of the upper San Joaquin river 
45 miles from their natural course into 
Huntington and Shaver lakes 7000 feet 
above sea level. The tunnel is 15 feet 
in diameter, 13^2 miles in length, and 
driven through the solid granite of 
Kaiser mountain.

new capital investments in sales of 
stocks and bonds. As a matter of actual 
fact, rates have been twice reduced 
during the interval of its construction. 


"To sustain the millions who will 


untimately reside here, power, indus- 
tries and payrolls are of supreme con- 
cern, and the obligation to promote the 
successful 
development of 
economic 


power is a real duty of citizenship. 


"Acting in accord with this thought, 


the Southern California Edison com- 
pany's executive officers and engineers 
have planned and put into successful 
operation the first 220,000 volt trans- 
mission line extant. The meet the emer- 
gency produced by the succession of 
exceptionally dry years and the result- 
ant IOSH in water power a 100,000 horse- 
power steam plant was erected and put 
in operation in nine months. These 
major projects have all been bveught 
to fruition at a time when rapid growth 
was taxing the company's personnel to 
the limit; its consumers, connected load 
in horsepower r.nd power supplied hav- 
ing trebled in five years."
